Wellington, Weash., 
Where Great Northern Trains Are 
‘Swept Down Into the Canyon 
by: Huge Rivers of Snow and 
lee, — 12 Bodies Recovered: 


Everett, Wash., March 3.--Latest es- 
timate last night place at 40 the num. 
ber of persons killed by the avalanche 
that crushed two Great Northern pas- 
senger trains at Wellington. 

While only 23 persons are known 16 
be dead, nearly a score are thought 
to be buried in the wreckage. 

Communication with’ Wellington is 
maintained only by men on. snow- 
shoes. 

Twelve bodies has been removed 
from the 150-foot gorge, into which 
the snowslide swept the train. | 

‘These Canadians are dead: Frances 
Sturrett, Lillian Starrett, both chit. 
dren of Chemainus, B. C.; and the 
missing are A. Beles Moberley, On- 
tario; H. D. Thantrell, Vancouver, 
and R. G. Thompson, Vancouver, 

Superintendent O'Neill of the Great 
Northern made hig way to the wreck 
late. yesterday at the head of a party 
of doctors and nurses, The tre-*berous 
trip-down the precipice v;xs inade on 
snowshoes. 

The nearest telegraph atation, Scc- 
nic, Hot Springs, is three miles below 
Wellington, down a precipitous grade 
that is covered with a deep blanket 
of snow that may slide down. the 
mountain at any inoment, 

The Wellington telegraph operator 
arrived at Scenic yesterday alinost in- 
sane from the scenes he had wit- 
nessed, 

The railroad company is making 
strenuous eflorts to reach Wellington 
from both sides of the mountamn 
range. Relief trains have been de 
spatched from Everett with supplies 
and a wrecking crew. 

The road is blocked in severas 
places by smaller slides and the high 
temperature leads to the fear that 
more may occur to impede the relic: 
work. 

The avalancse rolled down th: 
mountain at 4.20 a.m. The two trains 
with three locomotives, four powerfu. 
electric motors, the depot and wate: 
tank, were swept off the ledge and de- 
posited in a twisted mase of wreckage 
at the foot of the mountain. 

The noise {rom the snowsilde, whic: 
was a mile Jong, could be hears 
throughout the valley. 

The first news of the disaster wa: 
brought by John Wentzell of Welling. 
ton. He staggered into Skyhomish, 
18 miles from Wellington. 

“All wiped out,” he cried, “noth. 
ing but smooth snow where the tracks 
stood and the trains were dumped 
into the canyon.”” : :

Toronto, March 3—That the provin- 
cial appropriation towards the con- 


struction and maintenance of county 
ross should be" inerrased; that the 
City of Toronto should be subjected to 
a levy in aid of the up-keep of roads 
leading into the city, and that th 
system of* taxing railway property 
should be changed, were sentiment» 
which were strongiy voiced at) the 
opening session of the Ontario Go 
Roads Convention in the county 
buildings yesterday. 

Delegates are in‘attendance from all 
sections of the province, and instruc- 
tive speeches were delivered on the 
subject of road construction and su- 
pervision. : 

A lengthy program has been drawn 
opi which will not be concluded before 
Friday afternoon. 

The | eoeraetic ofthe association, 
W. H. Pugsley, Richmond Hill, in an 
opening speech cast considerable light 
on the present situation as regards 
the good roads campaign. He said 
that of the 35 counties of Ontario, 
only 16 had taken advantage of the 
provincial act whereby the province 
contributes to the county roads funds, 
Thus far $700,000 had been contributed 
by the province towarda country roads, 

e pointed out thet York County had 
not adopted the good roads system be- 
cause of- adverse conditions, such as 
the scarcity of good material, but the 
county was now evolving sa scheme 
whereby the city would co-operate 
with the oounty in the maintaining 
of better roada contiguous to the city. 

The meeting derived considerable 
enlightenment from Geo. Diehl, engi 


neer of Erie County, New York, who} °F 


spoke of road construction in that 
state. It had been demonstrated that 
25 cents would go farther than a day 
of road work as applied under the old 
statute labor regulatiqne. 

The statute labor system, he 
thought, should certainly be abolished 
in Ortario, as it had been in many ot 
the Btates. * 5 

In New York State, Mr. Dich! con- 
tinued, there were three classes of 
roads, state, county and township. The 
state roads represented about 4 per 
cent. of the milage and were con- 
structed entirely at thé expense of 
the state. County roads were. con- 
struéted and maintained at the joint 
expense of the state, counties and 
towns, and represented about six per 
cent. of the mileage. Township roads 
made up about 90 per cent. of the 
mileage and were constructed at the 
expense of the municipality and the 
state, the state paying two-thirds of 
the coat,

RIOTS (® BERLIN: 


Socialists March Through Streets In 
Protest Against Suffrage Bill. 


Rerlin, Murch 7.—Serious conflicts 
Letween the police and Socialists, in- 
volving a lengthy list of wounded, 
were the outcome of most impressive 
open-air demonstrations against the 
suffrage bill carried out jin Berlin 
and the other cities of Prussia yes- 
terday. It is estimated that in Berlin 
alone 120,000 persun» took part in 
what was called a “demonstrative 
stroll” in various parts of the city. 

The Chief of Police of Berlin, 
fearing danger from the assembly of 
so many thousands in the popular 
vark of Treptow, the plaice chosen 

y the Socialists, forbade a demon- 
stration gf any kind there. But the 
Socialists’ newspaper, Vora«aerts, an- 
nounced that the manifestation 
would be held in spite of the order 
of prehibition, 

This caused the concentration of a 
powerful. force of armed police and 
gendarmerie in Treptow Park, which 
left the rest of the city vitually un- 
guarded. 

The Socialist feaders yesterday 
morning,. observing that their- plan 
had been frustrated, quietly © and 
quickly passed the word to their fol- 
lowers tw proceed to the other end of 
the city. These instructions were 
obeyed by 30,000 manifestants, who 
succeeded in accomplishing’ the 
“stroll almost undisturbed, @while 
the others who had remained around 
Treptow Park came into severe colli- 
sion with the gendarmerie aud police, 
with serious consequences. The po 
lice, however, ~in the ‘majority. of 
cases, acted with the utmost modera- 
tion, and obeyed the orders to avoid, 
as far as possible, using their arms, 
which were issued) by Chief Von 
Jagow.

I believe 
absolutely in the responsibility of Par- 
liament end it is up to this Parlia- 
ment, and t& the Government, to make 
the fullest and amplest provision for 
the defence of the country.” 

Among. others who spoke were 
Capt. Tom Wallace (Centre York), 
Glen Campbell, R. S. Lake, W.-D. 
Staples and W:~A. Wright, who all 
supported the amendment. 

Capt. Wallace: attacked Mr. Mac 
lean for not supporting Mr. Borden's 
amendment, and said that he would 
vote for the six months’ hoist, as he 
believed that the view of his consti- 
tuents was that the pavy, as propos- 
ed by. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, would be 
of so little account as to be wholly 
inadequate. 

He did not believe there was any 
public sentiment throughout the coun- 
try in favor of a navy. 

The insurance bill was given its 
third reading, and paased in the Sen- 
ate yesterday. 

Senator Power resumed the debate 
on Sir Richard Bcott’s bill to prevent 
intoxicating liquor being sent into any 

i which hax enacted prohibi- 
tive legislation. Senator Power said 
that he thought the bill was unconsti- 
tutional. It did not regulate com- 
merce, but forbade commerce, and he 
thought Parliament had no right to 

t any sort of commodity should 
pot be carried into any province. 

Senator Power said this bill was a 
sample of tyrannical legislation pro- 
moted occasionally by ecconding’y 
good women, and sometimes men, who 
made a fetish of some particular vir- 
tue. There was no scriptural author- 
ity for this bill, nor was the use of 
wine prohibited by any command of 
e decalogue or thé Bible. This bill 
‘showed that these people had a super- 
fluous amount of energy and virtue. 
which had to be relieved in this way. 
The measure, he said, could have 
been framed only by a fanatic. 

The situation which has developed 
in the investigation will be taken up 
in the Commons to-day on the House 
going into supply. A keen debate is 
anticipated.

ed by tae inventor, Prof. Cerebotani, 
the priest in charge of the Munich 

ish, during a scientific lecture be- 
jore an audience of persons engaged 
in the various branc of scientific 
investigation, Monday night. 

The instrument consists of a wood- 
en'base with the letters of the alpha- 
bet thereupon, arranged in a circle. 
A small metal indicator swings on a 
pivot in the centre, so adjusted as 
to respond the wireless dot and 
dash corenia and care out the 
measage. @ apparatus is very sim- 
ple. Jt is somewhat larger than the 
ordinary case. 

Prof. Cerebotani declared that a 
French journalist had attributed to 
him erroneously the invention of a 
pocket wireless telegraph instrument 
some time ago. @ wrote to the 
journalist denying the invention.

_ King’s Poor Health. < 

Loney ota ils London has 
deen full of disquieting rumors about 
the King all week. The news that he 
was contined to his rooms at Biarritz 
Marted these reports, though it was 
a that he was only suffering from a 
sold. 

A’ ustally well-informed ‘correspon- 
aa ries as i follows: 

“King ward's indisposition- gives 
considerable disquietude to plerene 
touragé, and, front gil I-hear, his 
health is really in a precarious state. 
It ia the policy of the British press 
to state that he is in the best. of 
health: and ‘spirits, whereas the con- 
teary has been the case, 

“At a recent visit he id to a 
country house in Norfolk His Majesty 
was in such low spirits that the best 
efforts of hia favorite friends could 
not restore his equanimity. His so 
journ at Brighton caused some im- 
provement. 3 

“Curiously enough, the incident 
which has caused the most serious 
apprehension is hia leaving the Porte 
Saint Martin Theatre, where he went 
to see ‘Chantecler’ in Paris, before the 
last act. I believe that only once ia 
lis life before has the King telt a 
theatre before’ the conclusion of the 
play; that was at Marienbad, when 
ho lett jhe theatre as a protest 
against the singing of some verses 
insulting to the abbot of the famous 
monastery there. Everybody who 
knows the King is convinced that no 
amount of boredom would make him 
quit a-theatre while the play was in 
rogreas, and the atatement that he 
eft before ‘Chantecler’ concluded be- 
cause he waa tired by his journey is 
not considered adequate. It is said 
that the-real cause was the accession. 
of a sudden indisposition to which he 
is unhappily subject, and which takes 
the form: of s' violent choking fit. 

“He is always carefully watched by 
those about him, and must receive in- 
stant attention. On one occasion a fit 


took him alter at dinner, 
oy he alee ab n uf anthis chair, to 
the great alarin of his people. : 

“During the state visit to Berlin 
he was seized with a severe attack, 
and the Queen herself rushed to his 
aid. . 

“Despite the prevalent disquietude 
regarding the King's health, every one 
hopes for the best.. Nothing but the 
strict orders of hia medical altendantas 
would have got the King away during 
the constitational crisis now pending, 
and hia physicians here hope that reat 
and relaxation of mind and body may 
send him back in good fettle.* 


New German Scandal. 

Berlin, March 21.—More scandal like 
that which overwhelmed the “Knights 
of the Round Table,” is promised by 
Count von Gersdorff, who is not only 
a member of the Prussian House of 
lords, but has been a chamberlain to 
the Emperor. 

The count’s wife, a sister of the 
first Countess vou Pfeil, committed 
suicide at Monte Carlo. Count von 
Pfeil was tried by the imperial mili- 
tary authorities last week on the 
churge that he bribed their servant 
to swear falecly against his first wife 
when the marriage was dissolved in 
1907, ; 

» During the trial for berjury Countess 
yon Pfeil teatitied bitterly: 

° “My sister killed herself, because she 
had just such a blackguard for a hus- 
band as I had.” 

“Such a statement is an absolute 
lie,” says Von Geradorff publicly. “My 
wife ended her life because her phy- 
sician felt compelled to tell her she 
suffered from an incurable disease. 
During Von Pfeil's trial I remained 
neutral, although the countess had 
made the lowest insinuations against 
me. This lest attack of her's is tuo 
touch; J shall make public fects about 
the countéss that are known to me.”

_ (3) That a necessary preliminary 
to such reform and reconstitution is 
the acceptance of the principle that 
ion ‘of a peerage shall no 
q rin itself give the right to sit 
and vote in the House of Lords. 

Premier Asquith has given notice 
in the House of Commons of three 
resolutions bearing on the veto power 
of the House of Lords, 

The first declares that it is expedi- 
ent that the House of Lords be dis- 
abled by law.from rejecting or amend- 
ing a money Dill, but that any such 
limitation shall not be taken to dimin- 
ish or qualify the existing rights of 
the House of Commons. 

he second declares that it is ex- 
pedient that the powers of the House 
of Lords over bills uther than money 
bills be restricted by law so that any 


such bill which has passed the House, 


of Commons in three successive ses- 
sions, and has been rejected by the 
House of Lords in each of these ses- 
sions, shall become a law without 
consent of the House of Lords on royal 
assent being declared, provided that 
at least two years have elapsed be- 
tween the date of the firat introduc- 
tion of the bill in the Commons, and 
the date it passea, the Commons for 
the third time. 

The third proposes to limit the 
duration of each Parliament to five 
years. te 

Asquith’s resolutions, which make 
no provision for conferences of the 
two Houses in the event-of a dead- 
lock, are supposed to meet with Red- 
mond's approval, and as it is quite 
evrtain thet they will be re by 
the House of Lords, a general election 
may be expected in May. It is be- 
lieved that in the meantime the Goy- 
ernment will endeavor to a short 
bill to hold all the elections on the 
same day. 


Says Ministers Libelled Him. 


Butler, Pa., March 23.—Warrants 
were issued yesterday upon informa- 
tions made by Rev. Claudius Free- 
man, pastor of the Lutheran Church; 
for the arrest of six local ministers 
of several denominations, charging 
them with criminal libel. 

It ia aleged the defendants are mem- 
bers of the Ministerial Association, 
and at a meeting in February, passed 
a. resolution charging that “a candi- 
date for school director shipped to 
Mars, Pa., the date before election, a 
barrel of beer for the purpose of in- 
fluencing votes.” Freeman in his in- 
formation declare he was candi- 
date referred to in the resolution, and 
charges the ministers with libel in 
passing the resolution, and causing 
it to be ‘printed.

Tewiston, Me., March 23.—“‘We were 
deported out of town by a mob of 
men representing the business manu- 
facturing interests,” was the version 
of President John Malin, of the Inter- 
national Papermakers, of his unex- 
pected departure from Wimford Falls 
early yesterday.

Halifax, March 23—Dr, Allan C. 
Johnson, « young Nova Scotian, has 
made an important discovery at Ath- 
ens while pursuing his investigations 
on ‘the Acrovolis. While carefully 
examining the xtones which were 
built into the retaining wall of an an. 
cient cistern, be found. on one of 
these stones an inscription which had 
previously escaped -observation —be- 
cause of ita having been built into 
the wall in such a way that no lettors 
were visible.” The stone waa removed 
and the inscription was found to be 
an Attic decree of 303 B.C., enacted 
in honor of Nikon of Abydos, for hay- 
ing saved Athenians from drowning 
in the previous war. This valuable 
dgcument, which ia thirty lines in 
length, and contains historical infor- 
mation hitherto quite unknown, will 
be published by Dr. Johnson at an 
early date. It is worthy of note that

Hon. Wm. Pugsley said that if the 
soil rights belonged to the province, 
the Public Works Department could 
not take any action unless operations 
interfered with navigation, which was 
likely. 

In committee on Hon. Mr. Oliver's 
bill to amend the immigration act, 
Clarence Jameson (Digby) suggested 
that tuberculosis be added to the list 
of disease debarzing entry. 

Mr. Oliver said, that while recog- 
nising the necessity of excluding pa- 
tients, it had been thought best not to 
mention the disease by name. 

Dr. Paquet suggested that immi- 
gtants should be examined as to their 
moral fitness and Mr. Oliver said that 
while it might be possible in Euro- 
Pean countries, where the records of 
all individuals are kept, it would not 
be possible in Great Britain, without 
unnecessarily hampering the emigra- 
tion of desirable pee:

Mr. Oliver did not hold out any hope 
that the Government would consent to 
go in for @ policy of assisted immi- 


tion. 

Robert Bickerdike (Montreal) de. 
scribed some of the pathetic scenes 
which occur when families are separ- 
ated on the docks on this side by im- 
migration officers. It would be much 
better, he thought, for undesirable 
members of a family to be picked out 
before departure from the other side. 

Mr. Oliver said that everything pos- 
aible was being done to minimise this 
difficulty. It would be quite imprac- 
ticable to place inspectors abroad. 

Mr. Jameson took exception to the 
clause of the bill, which provides that 
tourists should have a certain amount 
of money in their possession. If tour- 
ists were in danger of being held up, 
it would decrease the traffic. he 

Mr. Oliver argued that it was fair 
to expect a tourist to have as much 
money on him as an immigrant. He 
pointed to the lack of complaints on 
the Canadian border as an evidence 
thet Canada did her business in 8 
better way than the U. 8. inspectors. 

Accordi to present probabilities, 
Canada will, in order to secure the 
continuance of the present U. S. tariff 
until such time as a reciprocal tariff 
can be negotinted, be asked to remove 
the duties on such articles as watch 
aptings, cotton seed oi], cement, silks, 
and certain fruits, extending to them 
the intermediate tariff. 

The Washington authorities hold 
out the hope that, thia done, Cana- 
dian cattle, lumber and farm dairy 
produce will later be admitted free.

‘E  believe 
this man’s death was attributable to 
you.” His lordship’s charge to the 
jury was along this line, 

The court-room was crowded to the 
doors, and the verdict was received 
with an outburst of applause. 

The evidence of the afternoon was 
mainly in rebuttal, Dr. McCoy con- 
tradicting Drs. Macdonald and Jeasop 
as to whether the deceased could 
have so fallen as to have received the 


1 wound that caused death. 


Bradley had got into a fight with 
George Bulman, ona radial car on 
New Year's Day, and, according to 
witnesses for the ofown, had struck 
and kicked him:in auch a manner as 
to cause almost instant death.

Mr. Oliver introduced another bill 
to confirm and declare’ the rights of 
the crown with respect to water and 
water power ,and relating to the divi- 
siorf, acquisition and use of water in 
the railway belt of British Columbia. 
The roprietory rights to water 
granted by the Provincial Govern- 
ment were in a state of uncertainty. 
The bill declared that the right to the 
water was vested in the Dominion and 
made provision for carrying forward 
the rights granted by the Provincial 
Government until a decision was giv 
ea by the Privy Council, Develop. 
ment, meanwhile, would not be heid

‘British Bungling In Liberia? 

Washington, D.C., March 26.—The 
report of one American commission 
to Liberia was transmitted to Con- 

yesterday »by President Taft 

with a special message. After review- 

j ing the internal dangers which threa- 

ten Liberia, as well as those which 

crowd upon her from the outside, the 

commission has made the following 
recommendations: 

That the United States extend its 
aid to Liberia in the prompt settle- 
ment of her boundary disputes. 

That the United States enable Li- 
beria to refund ita debt by assuming 
as a guarantee for payment of obliga- 
tions under such an arrangement, the 
control and collection of Liberian cus- 
toms. 

That this nation sid in organizing 
and drilling competent constabulary 
or frontier police. 

That. the United States establish 
and maintsin s research station 
there. 

The reform program adopted upoo 
the advice of Great Britain is con- 
demned by the commission, and the 
causes are described in the report as 

rl of British officials in 
1909,” which resulted in a frontier po- 
lice officered largely by British. That 
feature, the commission declares, is 
impossible for the good of Liberia. 

In summarizing the conditions 
there, the commission says, that mal 
from the United States is demanded, 
as Great Britain and France are not 
in a position to give disinterested as- 
sistance.

It Las been felt that the 
increased distance by th’s route along 
two sides of a triangle would. make 
it imposs:ble for the C.N.K. to ¢om- 
pete successfully with the Grand 
Trunk, with ‘its “third side” Ine 
straight to Montreal. Another reason 
for a C.N.BG line bas been Lurn’sbed 
by the discontent of a number of 
large towns and cities w.th the ser- 
vice of the Grand Trunk “% afford- 
ing.

No event in modern English poli- 
tics since Gladstone's — Midlothian 
campaign of 1878-79 caused auch a stir 
as that memorable meeting in the lit- 
tle town among the peaks. It would, 
indeed, be hard to find a parallel to 
it. Walpole was called back to office 
after the bursting of the South Sea 
bubble, but he had not definitely cut 
himself off by repeated asseverations, 
as Lord Rosebery. had done, that he 
had retired from public life altogether. 
Rockingham, after doing his best to 
stave off the impending struggle with 
the American colonies in 1765, had 
scen all his efforts nullified by Lord 
North, and was summoned back after 
the surrender of Yorkton to clear 
up the mess which George III, and 
his Ministers had made. Canning 
twice over had withdrawn from pub- 
lic life—once after the disasters at 
Walcheren, and once when he declin- 
ed to be a party to the persecution of 
George IV."s ill-fated Queen. Yet he, 
too, was s oned back, and, the 
last time it was to call iat» exisiedce 
a new world to redress the balance 
af the old, Palmerston was recalled 
to rectify the “blunders of a coalition 
Government. which had the I t 
majority and the poorest record of 
any Government save-one in the nine- 
teenth century. It was to rectify the 
blunders of this Tory Government that 
Lord Rosebery was “called back” by 
the party whose leader hé has been, 
and it was then that he uttered the 
famous formula—one of many he has 
coined—‘‘clean the slate.”

More and More People Taking the 
Morning Meal In Their Rooms. 

“It's wonderful how the breakfast fo 
the room habit hun spread during the 
last year,” siid’a traloed nurse: “Five 
years ago 1 can remember that this

“In another family where 1 some- 
times go no two people ever had’ the 
same breakfast the same morning.

* Queer Doings on the Sun. 

Chicago, March 30.—8trange erup- 
tions’ have appeared on the sun ac- 
cording to a statement by Prof. Ed- 
win B. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory at Williams Bay, Wia. 

“The eruptions shoot from the sur- 
face of the sun like skyrockets,” said 
Prof. Frost. “Théy are easily visible 
at the edge of the dise. One of them 
shot out to a length of 150,000 miles, 
8 near as we could estimate. It then 
detached itself from the main body 
and sped through space, a’ mass of 
luminous gas, not dissimilar to a 
comte. Before it had disappeared it 
had reached a distance from the sun 
of about 250,000 miles. The eruptions 
sre probably caused by the release of 
pressure on some particular spot of 
the sun.”

Queer Doings on the Sun, 

Chicago, March 30.—8trange erup- 
tions have appeared on the sun ac- 
cording to a statement by Prof. Ed- 
win B. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory at Williams Bay, Wis. 

“The eruptions shoot from the sur- 
face of the sun like skyrockets,”” said 
Prof. Frost. “They are easily visible 
at the edge of the disc. One of them 
shot out to a length of 150,000 miles, 
as near ax we could estimate. It then 
detached itself from the main body 
and sped through space, a mass of 
luminous gas, “hot dissimilar to a 
comte. Hefore it had disappeared it 
had reached ‘a distance from the sun 
of about 250,000 miles. The eruptions
